They win our reverence 
for these noble sentiments, and by their exem 
plification of good will and loye to mankind in- 
vite and quicken others to uhitein sucn noble 
endeavors to lighten sorrow and confer happ- 
ness. 

Those upon whom fortupe has bestowed 
lavishiy owe to the honest and industrious chil- 
dren of misfortune and suvering a temporary 
home where tne worthy alone Guan receive that 
aid which we all may need at some time; andin 
which no patient will lose his self-respect, or 
self reliance. 

To purchase a proper site, to erect buildings 
for the present and prosp-_ctive wants of Allanta 
tw puta model institution of the kind in suc- 
cessiul operation, and 10 provide for its main- 
tenance would require an expenditu-e that 
would not be warrauted in the opinion of your 
c mumittee at the present time; but aft: r mature 
reficection and consultayion with weii inf rmed 
ciuizens, your committee believe that sowe pian 
should Le devised to meet the present exige icy 
aud afford at least temporary relief. Accoraing 
toa careful estimate based upon information 
gathered f10m other cities as compared to our 
own, there are from 20v to 225 persons 10 our 
city, who during the time of one year would be 
proper subjects for hospital treatment. This 
estimate, allowing an average of three weeks to 
each patient, woula furnisn about 12 patients 
constantly. To provide temporarily for this 
number in a comfortable but not expensive 
manner would certainly not ve a great burden 
upon the city. The cust of starting and support- 
ing such a number for one year is estimated as 
follows:

EARNEST RECOMMENDATION, 


Your committee would recommend with a 
view to permenancy, above ali other placs the 
establishment of a private hospital which shali 
be an incorporated iastituiion. Let it be found- 
ed and maintained od charity; be free from the 
manipulations of politicians, and placed iu the 
hand: of loveand sympathy. Say to the benev- 
oleut people of Atlanta that if necessary you 
will secure legislative autnority te donate to 
them tor this purpose a reasonable sum of mon- 
rh and alot on which to erect buildings; and 
that you will then donate the same with the un- 
dcrstauding that whenever said lot and build- 
ings shall cease to be used for hospita) purvoses 
the sai! lot and city’s pro rata share in the bal- 
an e of the hospital property sball revert to the 
city; and in consideration for what the city may 
do tor the hospital itshould be understood when 
the building is complete and ready for the 1ecep 

tion of putients, it sha‘l, at all times,be open for 
the admission and treatment of the city s poor 
whose sickness and infirmity may rend:r them 
fit und prop+r subjects therefor—the city paying 
for the tr atment and care of such indigent poor. 
Let the general council assure the charitable

Chis charge of the court, in view of the 
evidence contained in the record, was 
error.. The evidence does not show 
that there was any attempt to compro- 
mise the debt dve by the defendants 
to the plaintiffs’ testator, as contempla- 
ted by the 2537th, 2538th and 2539th 
sections of the Code. The alleged 
agreement recognized the full amount 
of the debt claimed to be due; there 
was no proposition made or accepted 
to reduce it in any way for the purpose 
of effecting a settlement thereot. The 
question in the case was whether the 
executor, with a full knowiedge of the 
fact that the defenaants were partners, 
agreed to totake D. R. Adams’ note, 
with-Carswell’s note as collateral se- 
quiity,in payment, of the debt. and 
it was made was for the benefit of the 
estate? Ifthe taking of D. R. Adams’ 
note, with Carswell’s note as collateral 
security, by the executor in payment 
of the debt was so takeu in good faith, 
and forthe benefit of the estate at that 
time, then the executor would be 
protected and the payment good; 
otherwise it would not be. Toller’s 
Law of Executors; 374. The charge of 
the court excluded from the considera- 
tion of the jury this view of the case, 
and for that reason, we reverse the 
judgment overruling the motion fora 
new trial.

BLECKLEY, J. 

1. Generaily, a judgment of reversal 
embracing no special direction, simply 
vacates the judgment excepted to, and 
is to be followed by a new trial in the 
court below. 14 Ga., 652. 

2. Aftera judgment in favor ofa credi- 
tor upon amoney rule against the sheriff 
has been reversed, on the ground that 
the creditor’s liea is not superior, but 
inferior, toa competing order setting 
the fund apart for the debtor’s fami'y 
under the Loommiend and exemption 
laws, the creditor, upon the new trial, 
may still attack the order as void for 
want of jurisdiction in the ordinary 
when it was ganted, that quession not 
having been made in the first trial nor 
passed upon by thesupreme court. In 
such a case the validity of the order is 
not res adjudicata, but only its priority 
as compared with the creditor’s lien. 

3. There being (as held in the case of 
Pate vs. The Oglethorpe Company, de- 
cided at July term, 1875,) no provision 
of law for setting apart a second orsup- 
plemental homestead, etc., the second 
oruver of the ordinary is without juris- 
diction and void. 

4. A first application which has been 
granted and approved is not void be- 
cause the applicant did not allege, in 
terins, that he was the head ofa family, 
when the application shows on its face 
that it was made “for the use and bene- 
fit of his family,” and when the same 
creditor, who is now a party before the 
court, appeared and filed objections on 
other grounds but none on this ground. 

5. The ordinary’s approval at the 
close of the homes or exemption 
papers, as duly recorded in the clerk’s 
office, will be construed - as applying to 
the application, and not to objections 
filed by a creditor, although the latter 
be set outin the record between the 
application and the entry of approval. 
Judgment affirmed.

WARNER, C. J. 


On the 25th of January, 1875, the 
plaintiff sued out an attachment, un- 
der the provisions of the 3293d section 
of the Code, against the defendants, on 
a debt alleged to be due for the pur- 
chase money of a certain described 
mule in the possession of defendants, 
and also summoned W. A. Reid,as gar- 
nishee,to answer what he was indebted 
to the defendants, or either of them, or 
what property or effects of them, or 
either of them, he had in his hands. 
Before answéring, the garnishee moved 
the court to dismiss tne garnishment 
onthe ground that there was no au- 
thority to issue it in that proceeding. 
The court overruled the motion to dis- 
miss the garnishment. The garnishee 
then answered that he was indebted to 
one ofthe defendants $80.00, and judg- 
ment was rendered against him for that 
amount. The garnishee then made a 
motion for a new trial on the ground 
that the court erred in overruling his 
motion to dismiss the garnishment, and 
rendering judgment against him as 
such garnishee, which motion the court 
overruled, and the garnishee excepted 
The only question made here was 
whether an attachment issued in behalf 
of a creditor whose debt is created by 
the purchase of property under the be- 
fore recited section of the Code, can be 
levied on any other property than that 
described in the plaintiff's affidavit by 
summens ofgarnishment or otherwise? 
In our judgment it cannot, inasmuch 
as the statute expressly declares that 
it shall only be levied on the property 
described in the affidavit. This being 
an extraordinary and summary remedy 
given by the statute for the collection 
of this particular class of debts,it should 
be strictly construed. 

Let the judgment of the court below 
be reversed.

1. An application fora homestead 
alleging that the applicant is the head 
of a family consisting of his indigent 
daughter aod her children, dependent 
upon him, is not demurrable on gener- 
al demurrer and should not be dismiss- 
ed; if the allegation be not clear that 
the a was a widow, it was 
amendable and on special demurrer, it 
could have been so amended. 

2. On such an application the true 
issue is whether the applicant was 
bona fide the head of such a family, 
whether this widowed daughter was 
legi-imately and honestly and without 
regard to this debt, a member of his 
family,or was fraudulently made a mem- 
ber thereof to avoid the payment of the 
debts of the applicant, if the former, 
he is entitled to his homestead ; if the 
latter, he is not ; and this issue is for 
the jury on the appeal from the Ordi- 
nary. 

3° It was decided in Marsh vs Lazen- 
by, 41 Ga, 153, that the head of a fam- 
ily consisting of a mother and sisters 
was entitled to a homestead; the prin- 
ciple there decided covers, in reason 
and spirit, this case.
